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“On  the  18th  of  May,  1882,  Mr.  Slater  met  the  Board  of  Trustees 
in  the  city  of  New  York  and  transferred  to  them  the  sum  of  one  mil¬ 
lion  dollars,  a  little  more  than  half  of  it  being  already  invested,  and 
the  remainder  being  cash  to  be  invested  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board.  On  that  occasion  the  Trustees  addressed  him  a  letter  ac¬ 
knowledging  his  generosity,  and  they  invited  him  always  to  attend 
their  meetings;  but  he  never  met  with  them  again,  and  declined  to 
guide  in  any  way  their  subsequent  action.  The  gift  of  Mr.  Slater 
was  acknowledged  by  expressions  of  gratitude  from  every  part  of  the 
country. 

“The  characteristics  of  this  gift  were  its  Christian  spirit,  its  patriot¬ 
ism,  its  munificence,  and  its  freedom  from  all  secondary  purposes,  or 
hampering  conditions.  In  broad  and  general  terms,  the  donor  indi¬ 
cated  the  object  which  he  had  in  view;  the  details  of  management  he 
left  to  others,  confident  that  their  collective  wisdom  and  the  experi¬ 
ence  they  must  acquire  would  devise  better  modes  of  procedure,  as 
the  years  go  on,  than  any  individual  could  propose  in  advance.”

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Schools  during  the  past  year,  and  various  items  mentioned 
therein  were  explained  more  fully  to  the  Board  in  his  discus¬ 
sion  of  these  points. 

He  paid  a  special  tribute  to  the  field  and  office  workers  of 
the  Slater  Fund  for  their  zeal  and  efficiency  during  his  ab¬ 
sence  in  Africa. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  notice  was  given  of  pro¬ 
posed  changes  in  the  By-Laws  of  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund, 
and,  after  careful  consideration,  the  following  resolutions 
were  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  Chairman  and  a  Presi¬ 
dent,  chosen  from  the  members,  and  a  Treasurer  and  a  Secretary,  who 
may  or  may  not  be  members  of  the  Board.  These  officers  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting  and  shall  hold  office,  unless  removed,  un¬ 
til  their  successors  have  been  chosen,  and  vacancies,  when  they  occur,  shall 
be  filled  by  ballot. 

Resolved,  That  the  Chairman  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board 
and,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  shall  appoint  all  standing  or  special  com¬ 
mittees.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  the  members  assembled  at  any 
meeting,  may  elect  a  Chairman  pro  tempore.

The  following  comparison  shows  the  remarkable  growth  of 
these  schools :

In  1923-24  sixty-six  of  these  schools  had  teachers’  homes 
and  forty-seven  had  dormitories.  Nearly  all  had  boarders  in 
nearby  homes. 

The  beginning  of  these  schools  dates  from  1911,  when  the 
Slater  Fund  offered  to  donate  $500  for  salaries  on  the  follow¬ 
ing  conditions: 

1.  The  school  property  shall  belong  to  the  state,  county, 
or  district,  and  the  school  shall  be  a  part  of  the  public  school 
system. 

2.  There  shall  be  an  appropriation  for  salaries  of  not  less 
than  $1,000*  from  public  funds  raised  by  state,  county,  or 
district  taxation. 

3.  The  length  of,  term  shall  be  at  least  eight  months. 

4.  The  teaching  shall  extend  through  the  eighth  year,  with 
the  intention  of  adding  at  least  two  years  as  soon  as  it  shall 
be  possible  to  make  such  extension. 

It  is  becoming  evident  that  these  Training  Schools  will 
ultimately  become  High  Schools.  A  few  of  them  have  al¬ 
ready  established  a  four-year  high-school  course. 

In  1915-16  the  General  Education  Board  adopted  the 
policy  of  assisting  with  appropriations  for  buying  needed 
equipment,  and  also  in  aid  of  erecting  workshops  and  teachers’ 


*This  amount  was  originally  $750. 
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homes.  In  1920  the  General  Education  Board  made  an  ap¬ 
propriation  to  these  schools  for  increasing  teachers’  salaries, 
with  the  stipulation  that  the  amount  to  be  appropriated  would 
be  diminished  by  one-fifth  of  the  original  amount  each  year, 
ceasing  altogether  at  the  expiration  of  five  years. 

The  Julius  Rosenwald  Fund  has  also  aided  in  erecting 
buildings  at  some  of  these  schools,  and  in  fact  made  possible 
the  establishment  of  the  school  as  a  County  Training  School. 

Three  pamphlets  have  been  published  in  regard  to  the  work 
of  the  County  Training  Schools  (Occasional  Papers,  14,  18 
and  2 3).*

HAMPTON  AND  TUSKEGEE 

Hampton  Normal  and  Agricultural  Institute. 

Hampton,  Virginia;  James  Edgar  Gregg,  Principal. 

Tuskegee  Normal  and  Industrial  Institute. 

Tuskegee,  Alabama;  Robert  Russa  Moton,  Principal. 

Hampton  Institute  was  founded  in  1868  by  General  Samuel  C.  Arm¬ 
strong;  Tuskegee  was  founded  in  1881  by  Dr.  Booker  T.  Washington, 
a  graduate  of  Hampton.  The  donations  of  the  Slater  Fund  to  these 
institutions,  while  not  large  in  any  one  year,  have  amounted,  since  1883, 
to  $309,000  for  Hampton,  and  $409,800  for  Tuskegee.  In  that  year  the 
Slater  Fund,  which  had  been  established  the  previous  year,  gave 
$2,000  to  Hampton  and  $1,100  to  Tuskegee. 

In  his  1884  report  to  the  Trustees  of  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund,  Rev. 
A.  G.  Haygood  (later  Bishop),  then  General  Agent  of  the  Slater 
Fund,  stated  that  Hampton  had  58  officers  and  teachers,  and  654  stu¬ 
dents,  of  whom  128  were  Indians;  that  Tuskegee  had  10  officers  and 
teachers,  and  169  students.  Speaking  of  the  Slater  appropriation  of 
$2,000  to  Hampton,  Dr.  Haygood  says,  “The  splendid  success  of 
Hampton  Institute  is  a  guarantee  that  the  appropriation  was  wisely 
used.”  Speaking  of  Tuskegee,  he  says,  “The  Principal,  Mr.  B.  T. 
Washington  (a  colored  man  himself,  educated  chiefly  at  Hampton  In¬ 
stitute),  has  shown  very  great  energy  and  capacity  in  providing  for 
and  managing  his  work.  He  says  that  for  the  impetus  given  to  the  in¬ 
dustrial  department,  the  school  is  chiefly  indebted  to  the  John  F.  Sla¬ 
ter  Fund.” 

Dr.  Haygood  in  the  report  mentioned  above  says  of  Hampton  that 
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it  had  “investments  and  endowments  about  $500,000.”  He  says  noth¬ 
ing  of  Tuskegee’s  resources  except  that  it  had  “580  acres,  and  build¬ 
ings  worth  about  $20,000.” 

For  the  session  1923-24  Hampton  reports  as  follows : 

Te.achers:  men,  71;  women,  42;  total,  113.  Students:  male,  580; 
female,  321;  total,  901.  Value  of  land,  buildings,  and  equipment, 
$1,907,865.  Amount  of  productive  endowment,  $4,916,102. 

Tuskegee  reports: 

Teachers:  men,  110;  women,  73;  total,  183.  Students:  male,  838; 
female,  603;  total,  1,441.  Value  of  land,  buildings,  and  equipment, 
$2,048,578.  Amount  of  productive  endowment,  $2,824,415. 

The  enumeration  of  students  given  above  does  not  include  summer 
schools  and  practice  schools.  The  attendance  at  the  Hampton  Sum¬ 
mer  School  was  854;  at  Tuskegee  632. 

As  is  generally  known,  both  these  institutions  have  been  extending 
their  courses  of  study.  For  the  session  1923-24,  Hampton  reports  75 
college  students;  Tuskegee,  29.  In  spite  of  the  old  associations  it 
would  seem  to  be  a  gain  if  both  institutions  would  now  drop  the  pres¬ 
ent  long  titles  and  become  simply  Hampton  College  and  Tuskegee 
College.  Descriptive  titles  at  best  can  only  partially  describe.  The 
term  college  need  not  imply  any  departure  from  the  former  spirit  and 
type  of  work.

In  no  case  is  the  amount  of  productive  endowment  large.  In  only 
two  cases  does  it  reach  as  much  as  $100,000.  The  largest  is  that  of 
Calhoun,  which  is  given  as  $170,477;  the  next  is  St.  Augustine’s  with 
$105,431;  the  lowest  is  Palmer  Memorial  with  $2,700. 

The  small  amounts  received  by  seven  of  these  schools  from  public 
tax  funds  are  given  because  of  the  fact  that  the  school  supplies  for 
the  locality  the  place  of  a  public  school. 

The  relative  number  of  high  school  pupils  in  such  schools  was  in¬ 
creasing  gradually  up  to  1923-24.  Of  those  aided  by  the  Slater  Fund 
during  the  past  five  years,  reports  show  the  percentage  of  high  school 
students  as  follows:  1920,  22^4;  1921,  27;  1922,  27*4;  1923,  31*4;  1924, 
30.  It  may  be  that  the  number  is  held  down  by  improvement  in  the 
required  standard.  If  so,  the  slight  decline  is  a  matter  for  congratu¬ 
lation  rather  than  for  criticism.

“Mr.  James  Ford,  Executive  Director  of  the  Better  Homes  in  Amer¬ 
ica  Campaign  wrote:  ‘We  are  so  interested  in  extending  the  custom 
of  building  school  practice  houses  as  a  part  of  the  Better  Homes  Cam¬ 
paign  that  we  have  voted  to  establish  a  special  prize  for  school  prac¬ 
tice  demonstrations.  It  is  our  hope  that  we  can  issue  a  special  pub¬ 
lication  on  school  practice  houses  which  we  can  illustrate  iq  part  with 
material  submitted  in  your  excellent  report  for  1924.’ 

“The  ‘Better  homes’  will  be  used  regularly  for  our  large  groups  of 
day  school  girls.

Reports  from  Schools 


COLLEGES  AND  UNIVERSITIES 

The  tables  following  show  certain  facts  in  regard  to  the  twenty  in¬ 
stitutions  under  this  class  which  received  some  appropriation  from  the 
Slater  Fund. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  gradual  increase  in  the  number  of  col¬ 
lege  students.  Taking  the  figures  of  the  past  five  years  we  find  the 
percentage  of  college  students  as  follows:  1920,  9J4;  1921,  10;  1922, 
13;  1923,  15;  1924,  17.  There  were  a  few  changes  from  year  to  year 
in  the  institutions  aided  during  these  years,  but  they  were  all  of  the 
same  general  type,  and  so  the  percentages  here  given  are  fairly  indica¬ 
tive  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  students  doing  college  work.

1920-21. 

During  these  years  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  there  has  been 
improvement  in  strictness  of  requirements,  so  that  the  growth  seems 
healthy  and  about  as  would  be  expected. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  amounts  of  productive  endow¬ 
ment.  As  is  now  well  known  Fisk  University  has,  since  the  present 
report,  added  one  million  dollars  to  its  endowment.  Not  all  of  this 
can,  however,  be  counted  as  clear  gain.  The  General  Education  Board, 
for  example,  in  its  donation  for  endowment  simply  capitalized  its  usual 
annual  appropriation.

BY-LAWS 


1.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  Chairman  and  a  President, 
chosen  from  the  members,  and  a  Treasurer  and  a  Secretary,  who  may 
or  may  not  be  members  of  the  Board.  These  officers  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting  and  shall  hold  office,  unless  removed, 
until  their  successors  have  been  chosen,  and  vacancies,  when  they  oc¬ 
cur,  shall  be  filled  by  ballot. 

2.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  in  April,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Board  or  the  President.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  or  the  Executive  Committee  at  such  times  and  places  as  in  their 
judgment  may  be  necessary,  and  shall  be  called  on  the  written  requi¬ 
sition  of  three  members. 

3.  Five  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

4.  The  Chairman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  and, 
unless  it  is  otherwise  ordered,  shall  appoint  all  standing  or  special 
committees.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  the  members  assembled 
at  any  meeting,  may  elect  a  chairman  pro  tempore. 

5.  The  President,  shall  direct  the  educational  activities  of  the  Board, 
shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  are  incumbent  upon  him. 

6.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board 
and  shall  publish  its  proceedings  annually  for  general  distribution. 

7.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  all  money  and  assets  of  the 
Corporation,  shall  collect  all  funds,  revenues,  etc.,  due  the  same,  shall 
deposit,  as  soon  as  received,  all  money,  checks,  funds,  etc.,  in  the  name 
of  the  Corporation,  in  a  bank  or  banks  designated  by  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee,  except  that  if  the  Treasurer  be  a  trust  company  it  shall  itself 
care  for  such  funds,  shall  pay  warrants  only  when  countersigned  by 
the  Director,  shall  retain  vouchers  for  all  disbursements,  shall  keep  a 
detailed  account  of  all  the  receipts,  revenues,  and  expenditures  of  the 
Corporation,  and  furnish  annually,  or  whenever  required,  a  statement 
of  the  same,  shall  hold  the  books,  accounts,  vouchers,  etc.,  at  all  times 
subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  shall  re¬ 
ceive  such  compensation  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board. 

8.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  at  each  annual  meet¬ 
ing  the  following  Committees: 

(a)  An  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  five  members, 

(b)  An  Education  Committee  consisting  of  five  members, 

(c)  A  Finance  Committee  consisting  of  three  members. 

The  President  of  the  Board  shall  be  ex  officio  member  of  all  Commit¬ 
tees. 

9.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the 
Board  between  the  meetings  of  the  Trustees,  except  that  no  real  estate 
shall  be  sold  and  no  change  of  general  policy  shall  be  initiated  by  it. 
Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi¬ 
ness.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  be  ex  officio  Secretary  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

10.  The  Education  Committee  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of 
studying  education  in  the  South,  and  of  reporting  to  the  Board  at  the 
annual  meeting  with  regard  to  the  special  educational  work  of  the 
Fund,  and  also  in  regard  to  any  other  educational  matters  to  which 
their  attention  may  be  directed. 
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11.  The  Finance  Committee,  in  connection  with  the  Treasurer,  shall 
have  charge  of  the  moneys  and  securities  belonging  to  the  Fund,  with 
authority  to  invest  or  reinvest  the  moneys  and  dispose  of  the  securi¬ 
ties  at  their  discretion,  subject,  however,  at  all  times,  to  the  instruc¬ 
tions  of  the  Board.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  authority  to 
make  contracts  for  the  sale  of  any  real  estate  now  or  hereafter  be¬ 
longing  to  the  corporation,  said  contracts  to  be  signed  by  any  two 
members  of  the  Finance  Committee.  All  securities  standing  in  the 
name  of  “THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  JOHN  F.  SLATER  FUND” 
may  be  transferred  by  the  Treasurer  when  authorized  by  a  resolution 
of  the  Finance  Committee. 

12.  In  the  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Fi¬ 
nance  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  vacancy  temporarily. 

13.  Vacancies  in  the  Board  shall  be  filled  by  ballot,  at  any  regular 
or  special  meeting  duly  called. 

14.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual  or 
special  meeting,  by  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Board,  provided  notice  of  the  amendment  has  been  given  five  days  in 
advance  of  said  meeting.
